Detailed Action 

1 . Applicant's request for continued examination and subsequent preliminary 
amendment filed October 26, 2010, were received. Claims 1-24 were cancelled. 
Claims 25-44 were added. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In the claims: 

In claim 31 , the first line, replace "The bonding apparatus" with ~A bonding 
apparatus--. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 25-44 
are found allowable because they incorporate the subject matter suggested by the 
examiner in the interview held with Applicant on September 15, 2010. The prior art 
does not specifically teach a bonding apparatus having a substrate bonding part, a 
substrate curing part, and conveying means for conveying bonded substrates from the 
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former to the latter at ambient temperature and pressure sucli tliat tlie bonded 
substrates are relieved of stress and kept from warping, in which the conveying means 
comprise a turntable having one third of its substrate carrying parts reserved for the 
stress-relieving conveyance; the bonding part is within a vacuum vessel and the 
conveyor is provided with means for setting its transit speed to ensure correction of 
warping during the conveyance; or the conveying means comprise first and second 
turntables and means to transfer the bonded substrates before curing from the first to 
the second and then back to the first after one revolution of the second turntable. 
Independent claims 25, 31 , 36, 38, and 42 and their dependent claims 26-30, 32-35, 37, 
39-41 , 43, and 44 are therefore found allowable.
